HEMORRHOIDS or piles are 
made up of dilated or enlarged 
ve ns. They occur either just out­ 
side the lower opening 
of the 
bowel, or just within it. The first 
ty pe, outside the lower opening of 
the 
bowel, 
is 
called 
ex ternal, 
while the other kind is called in­ 
ternal, and both kinds can occur 
in the same person. Both also may 
lead to pain and discom fort 
Why hemorrhoids form cannot 
be stated definitely in 
all in­ 
stances. There are some who be­ 
lieve th at occupation or ty pe of 
activity may play a part, but just 
as many cases occur in those who 
are inactive as in those 
who do 
hard work. 


Men and 
Women 
Men and women seem to 
be ef­ 
fected equally as often. It is pos­ 
sible that the condition may tend 
to run in families, due to some in­ 
herited weakness of the 
wails of 
rhe veins. Many per.-ons think 
that constipation is a factor, 
but 
this, too, has been 
disproved in 
many cases. 
Hemorrhoids may be present 
'for some time before a person be­ 
comes aware of them. However, 
sooner or later they cause some 
discomfort, and blood may be 


found in the bowel movements. 
More severe pam is likely to de- 
velop when a blood clot forms in 
the dilated vein, particularly if 
there is also some inflammation. 
Other Conditions 
It m ust be remembered, 
h ow ­ 
ever, that there ar* many other 
conditions which may also cause 
pain around the lower opening of 
the bowel, together with bleeding, 
particularly in elderly persons in 
whom a tumor of the bowel may be 
present. A fissure or crack in the 
lining membrane may also pro­ 
duce pam and there may be some 
difficulty due to infection of the 
skin in this area. 
If hemorrhoids are neglected, 
they are likely to become infected. 
Ulcers or sores and an abscess 
may form, and severe bleeding 
may develop. 
Insofar as treatm ent is con­ 
cerned, there are several methods 
available. In some instances, in­ 
jections of certain scarring solu­ 
tions into the dilated veins may 
serve to control the condition. In 
other cases, surgical operation and 
removal of the enlarged veins are 
needed. Medical treatm ent alone 
cannot alway s be ex pected to cure 
the condition, but may give tem­ 
porary relief.

mond bid and rebid. He did not 
stop to think that South had 
really shown quite a strong hand“ 
by his action in passing the dou­ 
ble and then making a most posi­ 
tive kind of bid when he called No 
Trumps later. This should have 
shown North that he had some re­ 
serve strength, so that North’s 
next bid would have been based on 
the surplus in the South. 
That 2-No Trumps was really a 
very smart deductive bid. South 
inferred,

showing of a spade fit, that North 
had enough heart strength to stop 
that suit securely, and he also 
reckoned his clubs practically solid 
in view of the double locating the 
king for him almost certainly. 
It appears that North was used 
to immediate bids over a double 
showing the same strength as if 
the double had not intervened. The 
failure of the partners to under­ 
stand which version they were 
using was the cause of their trou­ 
ble.

Both also may 
lead to pain and discomfort 
Why hemorrhoids form cannot 
be stated definitely in all in­ 
stances. There are some who be­ 
lieve that occupation or type of 
activity may play a part, but just 
as many cases occur in those who 
are inactive as in those who do 
hard work. 
Men and Women 
Men and women seem to be af­ 
fected equally as often. It is pos­ 
sible that the condition may tend 
to run in families, due to some in­ 
herited weakness of the wails of 
the veins. Many persons think 
that constipation is a factor, but 
this, too, has been disproved in 
many cases. 
Hemorrhoids may be present 
for some time before a person be­ 
comes aware of them. However, 
sooner or later they cause some 
discomfort, and blood may be 


found in the bowel movements. 
More severe pain is likely to de­ 
velop when a blood clot forms in 
the dilated vein, particularly if 
there is also some inflammation. 
Other Conditions 
It must be remembered, how­ 
ever, that there are many other 
conditions which may also cause 
pain around the. lower opening of 
the bowel, together with bleeding, 
particularly in elderly persons in 
whom a tumor of the bowe! may be 
present. A fissure or crack in the 
lining membrane may also pro­ 
duce pain and there may be some 
difficulty due to infection of the 
skin in this arca. 
lf hemorrhoids are neglected, 
they are likely to become infected. 
Ulcers or sores and an abscess 
may form, and severe bleeding 
may develop. 
Insofar as treatment is con­ 
cerned, there are several methods 
available. In some instances, in­ 
jection* of certain scarring solu­ 
tions into the dilated veins may 
srrve to control the condition. In 
other cases, surgical operation and 
removal of the enlarged veins are 
needed. Medical treatment alone 
cannot alwuiyi be expected to cure 
the condition, but may give tem­ 
porary relief.

bu t a booster shot will help insu re 
lifetime immu nization for all.”

parents will cooperate 
by 
consenting for their children to be 
Immu nized 
when health 
officers 
come to the schools, we can make 
Pickaway 
cou nty the 
moat-com­ 
pletely immu nized-from-diphtheria 
cou nty in the state,” Dr. Black­ 
bu rn declared. 
Consent cards will he giv en to 
su perintendents 
of 
all 
cou nty 
schools who will then ask pu pils to 
tak e them to their homes; eo that 
thp parents may giv e their consent 
for the children to receiv e the im­ 
mu nizing shots.
